An humble, 
plodding youth, he rose to lead mankind to 
a new vision of brotherhood, 


"When the nation is full of unrest, when 


the struggle for existence and moneymak- 
ing is keener than ever before, when class 
antagonisms assume new forms, when re- 
formers who do not themselves know how 
to live are telling others how the world 
should be regulated, it is well to pause and 
look back at Lincoln. The environment in 
which Lincoln was created is essentially 
ihe environment of today.

JEWS FOB PALESTINE 


Late news in regard to the emigration 


or' Jews to Palestine presents the proposi- 
tion of '"rebuilding Zion" in an altered as- 
]>e<t. In this country the proposition has 
been mostly looked upon as sentimental 
rather than practical. In consequence ot" 
ihe attitude of prosperous or fairly pros- 
perous American Jews, it was expected to 
l>e difficult to induce many Jews to begin 
life anew in the far land of their ances- 
tors. History itself tended to support this 
view. What the Ten Lost Tribes would 
ha\ e done if the opportunity to return to 
Samaria had offered can never be known, 
for after they were earned away by the 
Assyrians and "scattered" they were 
hoard of no more, being doubtless sub- 
merged by admixture with other races. 
But when, about the year 533 B. C. the 
Persian conqueror Cyrus liberated the 
Jews who had been carried to Babylon by 
.Nebuchadnezzar, only a part of them ac- 
cepted the opportunity to return to their 
devastated homeland. In our own time 
comparatively few Jews were expected to 
M-iw the opportunity to live in the ancient 
homeland under British protection.
